Na of the African Colony. 
© The Maryland Historical Society met last night, 
with Mr. John H. B. Latrobe, the president, in the 
chair. Among the members and visitors present 
were Judge Phelps, ex-Attorney General Isaac 
PD. Jones, Henry Stockbridge, German H. Hunt, 
Dr. J. P. Thom, George H. Baer, Rev. G. A. 
Leakin, John Gill (of Gill & Fisher), Wm. White- 
lock, J. Alexander Shriver, and Secretaries 
Mendez I. Cohen, WwW. Hall Harris and Henry C. 
Wagner. The following active members were 
elected: Wm. E. Alcock, J. Hough Cottman, Joho 
Curlett, Rev. J. H. Eccleston and John 
Hughes. President Latrobe, who seemed in 
remarkable good health and good _bumor, 
fat in his chair and chatted in his usual interest- 
ing manner. He said he had endeavored to have 
the history of Maryland’s connection with the 
colonizaticn of Africa written by others, for it 
was an omitted episode of great interest, but 
failing, be had undertaken it himself, being the 
only survivor, with one exception, of the founders 
of the Maryland Colonization Society. Under an 
act of the legislature in 1881, it was voted to es- 
tablish on the west coast of Africa a territory for 
the extension of liberty, and the sum of $10,009 
a year was piedged for twenty years. Not a 
vessel or emigrant was lost in twenty years, and 
in that time it had so grown and prospered as to 
desire to become independent, and in 1855 the 
people adopted a constitution of their own by 
agreement of the Maryland society. 
After’ this§ introduction Mr. Latrobe excused 
himself. from reading his paper_on account of 
shoarseness, and it was read by Mr.W. Hall Harris. 
The first movement towards African colonization 
was when, in 1816, the American Colonization 
Society sent an agent to the West Coast. The 
American Colonization Society had auxiliaries in 
the diffcrent states. Messrs. J. H.’ B. Latrobe, 
Peter Hoffman and Samuel Baker prepared the 
constitution to carry on the colonization under 
the direction of the Maryland Society. it stated 
tuat thc purpose of the society was the exurpa- 
ton of slavery by gradual mr ,umission. Tne 
name of the property purchased was Cape Palmas, 
and it was called Maryland in Liberia. The draft 
of the constitution was prepared by Mr. Latrove: 
it contained forty-five articles. The flag of the 
settlement was a white cross in the blue field, 
with the red and white stripes. The brig Ann, of 
160 tons, was the first vessel sent out by the
